Cardinal 
Wants to Void 
His Letter 


Budapest, Hungary, Feb. 4 — (/P)— 


Josef Cardinal Mindszenty recant- 
ed in court today a letter he wrote 
before his arrest saying that if 
ever he admitted his guilt to gov- 
ernment charges against him it 
would be "because of weakness of 
the flesh." 


The cardinal, being tried on trea- 


son, espionage and black market 
charges to which he has pleaded 
partly guilty, rose from his seat in 
the dock and declared: 


"I wrote this letter sometime in 
November, 1948, With * instructions 
that it be forwarded to the bishops 
and archbiships of Hungary 
on 


the day I was arrested. 
"That is what happened. 
"Now 
I want to state that I see 


things differently from then when 
I drafted this letter, and I want 
to repeat what I said yesterday-- 
that I regret my error. 


"I want it to be considered that 
that letter is nul land void." 


Cardinal 
Mindszenty acknowl- 
edged, as his trial with six other 
defendants entered it second day, 
that the court had not hindered 
him in his defense, that he had 
access to his lawyer at all times. 
He said the letter written before 
his arrest had nothing to do with 
the present court. 


Judge Vilmos Olthys, presiding 
over the five-judge Peoples' Court, 
remarked that the letter had "hurt 
tnis cour."

Wright said the projected instal- 
lation would need 5,000 kilowatts of 
power and that the group backing 
it wants to build a steam plant to 
tie in with SPA's hydroelectric sys- 
tem. 


He declined to name the group. 
The administrator in his letter 
to the companies rejecting 
their 


offer to buy power for 20 years 
said the SPA turned down the of- 
fer because: 


Sale to the companies would tend 
to establish a monopoly.

rowed" plane, landed here early 
today enroute to see if it's

The pair. Peter Pirogov, 29, and 
Anatple Barzov, 32, stepped from 
a military air 
transport 
service 


plane wearing ill-fitting suits given 
them by American GI's in the Ger- 
man occupation zone. 
They 
will 


leave for Washington later today. 


Barzov, 
speaking 
haltingly in 


English he learned in Russia, told 
newsmen he and his companion 
had wanted to see Virginia 
ever 
since they had heard about in on 
a Voice of America broadcas. 


That was in 1947, he said, and 


it took them a year before 
they 


were able to escape 
from 
their 


aase in Poland. Last Oct. 9, 
he 
said, they took off on what was 
supposed to have been a 40-*ninute 
training 
flight 
and 
crash-landed 


four hours later in the American 
zone of Austria. 


That was no 
accident, 
Barzov 
said smilingly, "we wanted to go 
there but since we had no maps 
we just headed in the general di- 
rection. If any Russians had ap- 
proached us after wo crashed we 
would have shot them." 


"The Russians asked us to 
re- 
urn," Barzov said "but we 
said 


no. We wanted no more of Rus- 
sia. We wanted to try the United 
states—especially Virginia. All the 
Russians got back were our uni- 
forms and what was left

wrecked plane."

There 
were . no unsavory escapades, or 
jnworthy incidents, such as might 
oecome all too vividly remembered 
jy a youth speaking even in deep 
sincerity to those who had known 
him well. 


But 
to 
preach 
in Nazareth, 


nevertheless, 
was not easy for 


the Master. His own brothers, 
as we know from John 7:1-5, did 
two of them later became earnest

townsmen

disappeared as Jesus announced 
that mission and ministry;

they sought to throw Him from 
the brow of a nearby hill and kill 
Him. 


Jesus must have sensed thesi 


dangers, for "He knew what was 
in man." But He dared to face 
them, and to declare in the place 
where He was brought up, the 
consciousness of the mission and 
ministry to which He had been 
called, to fulfill the prophecy of 
Iscaiah. "The Spirit of the Lord 
is upon me, because He 
hath 


annotated me to pre.ich the gospel 
to the poor, He hath sent me to 
heal the heart-broken, to preach 
deliverance to the captives, and 
recovery of sight to the blind, lo 
set at liberty them that are bruised, 
to preach the acceptable year of 
the Lord."

probably Eddie Cantor, sang a 
song which ran, "I've got 
my 


captain working for me now." The 
experience of Matty Fox, of Holly- 
wood and New York, a man of vi- 
sions and lively, speculative bent, 
is similar but more so. 


Mr. Fox is now, as I have said, 


the business agent of the projected 
Indonesian republic of 70 million 
souls, more or less, sharing a total 
monopoly on the imports and ex- 
ports and the financing of this in- 
cipient political entity. His part- 
ners in the monopoly are a few
